After the site visit, | spoke to Alicia Powell, Environmental 
Superintendent with Magnitude 7 Metals on November 1, 2023. | asked that this situation be investigated by Magnitude 7 Metals in case there was an 
upset, malfunction, other pertinent condition during the time this concern was received. This is the electronic mail response of November 6, 2023, from 
Alicia Powell excerpted and in quotation marks: 

"Good Afternoon Todd, 

| just wanted to start by saying thank you for giving us until today to respond to the call you received. Magnitude 7 Metals conducted an investigation 
on November 2nd and November 3rd regarding the complaint of emission gases that you informed us about on November ‘1st. Thursday November 
2nd during my weekly inspections | did discover visible emissions coming from Phase 2 Bake. The emissions were not over our permit limit, but | did 
go and talk to the Air Control Supervisor to see if they were having problems recently. | also wanted to let him know about the call that you received. 
He informed me that they have been having trouble with pitch which causes the scrubber bags to clog. Increased pitch levels decreases the life of the 
scrubber bags, therefore causing more bag changes to clean the air. | looked back at records, and discovered a noticeable increase in the number of 
carbon bake scrubber bag shipments out of the plant. When | asked the Air Control Supervisor about the increase in the hazardous waste he said 
that for the past month they have been doing weekly bag changes compared to monthly bag changes. This would explain the increase in the 
hazardous waste that has been shipped out. Keeping those bags changed is key to reducing emissions. 

Next | contacted the Green Mill Senior Process Engineer to see if the amount of pitch used in their department had been recently increased. He said 
that the pitch percentage used in making green blocks had to be increased ever since Magnitude 7 Metals switched coke suppliers. He said that the 
coke from the previous supplier did not need additional pitch added to the mix. After considerable discussion the decision was made to return to the 
previous coke supplier. The inventory of coke from the current supplier is close to depletion. Magnitude 7 Metals anticipates that incorporating the 
coke from the previous supplier should reduce pitch levels in Air Control which in turn will increase the life of the scrubber bags. This will clean the air 
more efficiently and reduce the number of hazardous waste shipments. 

This topic will be revisited in the next upcoming weeks to see if returning to our previous coke supplier shows improvements in reducing the pitch. 
Magnitude 7 Metals hopes that reducing the pitch will also reduce and or eliminate the visible emissions from the Carbon Bake reactors. Thank you 
for your call and if you have any questions please don't hesitate to contact us.

The RP stated that he was not 
on site on Saturday December 2, 2023, that is when the fire is assumed to have started since the RP was notified on Sunday morning by a 
friend in the area The RP stated there was about five to six weeks between buying the property and the fire. Over this time, the relationship 
between the RP and CP has become more hostile and less productive. The RP states that the RP has received unwanted visits, calls, and 
threats from people associated with the CP. The RP states that the tires were staged to be picked up by the CP, but after the relationship had 
deteriorated the RP was no longer comfortable with the CP and associated parties having access to the property. The RP was issued a Letter 
of Warning from the department within this calendar year and stated he is aware that burning tires is prohibited. Moreover, he also stated that 
he was not interested in having anymore compliance issues with the department. The RP believes that someone from the CP's associated 
party started the fire in retaliation for being locked out of the property. The RP has removed the scrap metal from the wheels in the fire, and 
the remnants of the burn along with around three inches of soil.

| have received Emergency Room treatment three times for shortness of breathe and chest discomfort. | was provided portable inhalers for home 
treatment which are ineffective. | was told my heart was enlarged by the treating ER physician, which had never been a part of my health history. | have 
seen my primary physician; an allergist that referred me to a toxicologist who referred me to an industrial hygienist. 

Arnie Stevens, Regional Office, Environmental Protection Agency in Kansas, referred me to the Missouri Department of Natural Resources. 

Further, | contacted the O'Fallon Fire District which did not respond to my inquiry regarding this problem. 

Fairway Management cleaned the heating/ cooling unit & sprayed an odor sanitizer in the ventilation. Nothing has been done to source the air pollution 
or to mitigate my ability to live safely and comfortably in this dwelling -- rather than taking refuse to sleep and source comfort in my car that now smells 
like my contaminated bedding, upholstery, bathroom, kitchen and closed closets with clothing, hats & shoes ruined by the polluted air that clings to

The actual location is west of the office along US Highway 60, but 
doesn’t have a physical address that I’m aware. Mr. Yutzy operates an auction service, and for many years has been hauling the “unsellable” 
items from various estates auctions to this location to dump and burn. | was originally under the impression that this was a small family dump, but 
upon further investigation, there were a large number of items that were from 3rd parties. Old furniture, tires, car batteries, household and 
agricultural chemicals — basically all the trash you would find from cleaning out an old house or farm estate —were taken here and just thrown in 
the field. When the pile got big enough, he’d light it in the middle of the night and let it burn up. When | mentioned that ‘you can’t be putting stuff 
like that out there”, he promptly burned it again and buried most of it with heavy equipment. There are several years’ worth of daily dumping at this 
location. He will claim he cleaned it up, but nothing was hauled away, it was just covered up. There is also an ‘original dump” site used many years 
ago. Alarge pond bank was excavated and used as a dump site for the same type of items. It was also burned and covered. Once the current 
dump site property was purchased by Mr. Yutzy, that location was abandoned as it was less convenient to access. The 2 sites are marked in one 
of the attached photos, with the “pin” indicating the position of the address referenced (the Glenworth office at 940 S. Iron Mountain). T’m including 
a “burner” email of sorts if | may answer any other questions. Mr. Yutzy’s ethics and moral compass are blatantly lacking — | have personally seen 
this individual threaten a life with a gun in hand, so | would understandably prefer to remain anonymous on the complaint itself.

While out in the field on an inspection, | happened upon a large land development being cleared by Flat Creek Excavating near a 
residential area. The wind gusts were in excess of 25 mph with a steady rate at 19 mph to the ssw, moving right in the direction of the 
residential area. Smoke and embers could be seen traveling into the nearby neighborhood. There were 6 burn piles in total. The Western 
Taney County Fire Protection District was requested on site to evaluate the threat to the neighborhood. Jim Furgerson, Nick Siemens, and 
Jeff Duckworth then arrived to the scene to evaluate the situation. It was determined that the burning from the land clearing activities were 
creating an imminent danger to the local neighborhood, so Flat Creek Excavating was asked to separate the largest burn pile closest to the 
residential (200' away) in order to prevent the fire from spreading to the surrounding buildings. A Letter of Warning No Response Required 
will be issued for violating Open Burning Requirements 10 CSR 10-6.045 for not meeting the set back requirements for land clearing 
activities.
